RED LOSSES ARE HIGH 


Nanking, Dec. 9—(.S1)—Govern- 


nent military sources admitted to- 
iay Chinese Communists have in- 
iicted heavy casualties on three 
sncircled army groups on Nan- 
ting's approach. 


They said the 16th Army Group 


seas believed to have been virtual- 
y wiped out. The 16th and the 
;wo other groups garrisoned Su- 
chow until last week, when they 
snthdrew in an effort to relieve 
Lhe trapped 12Ui Army Group in 
:he Suhsien sector. 


The military sources said the 


groups had reorganized arid now 
ire resuming; attacks in an at- 
tempt to break through the Reds, 
rhey described the Communists as 
luffering heavy losses also. 


Much depends upon whether the 


former Suchow garrison can join 
the 12th at 
Suhsien—45 miles 


louth of Suchow—and both forces 
Call back to the new Hwai river 
defense line, 105 miles northwest 
at the Chinese capital. 


The line is anchored to Fwigpu,

Fort Worth, Tex., Dec. 9—

its greatest flight. 


The Air Force announced today 


that its giant pride, a B-36, flew 
non-stop from Fort Worth to Hon- 
alulu and return, breaking its own 
record. 


At 7:30 p. m. (CST) last night, 


35 hours and more than 8,000 miles 
after takeoff time, the great sil- 
ver ship touched down at this 
city's Carswell Air Field. 


And it had carried "a useful 


bomb load" to the halfway mark, 
dropping the bombs in the ocean 
off Honolulu.

MAY DOOM ELECTORAL COLLEGE 


The Dixiecrat revolt may have been strictly a one- 


8hot performance. But it is possible that it will brmg 
America a bit closer to the day when they will lock the 
door of the Electoral College and throw the key away. 
It all depends on what the 40 Thurmond-Wright electors 


"senator Ellender of Louisiana recently visited the 


White House, and afterwards said he had told the Presi- 
dent that he was going to try to get those 40 electors to 
cut their ballots for Mr. Truman and Senator Barkley, 
rather than for the States' Rights slate. 


They would be entirely within their rights if they did 


this. They are not directed by the Constitution to con- 
form their choice to the popular vote. 


But if the Thurmond-Wright electors vote for the regu- 


lar, and victorious, Democratic candidates, they will do 
more than break the pledges that v/on them a majority 
in Alabama, South Carolina, Mississippi, Louisiana, and 
placed two of their number on the list in Tennessee. They 
will effectively disfranchise considerably more than half 
a million persons who voted for them. 


Such an action would emphasize a deficiency in our 


voting system that is theoretically present in every presi- 
dential election, even though it seldom makes any actual 
difference. For, in spite of political tradition and practice, 
the voters have no legal voice in the choice of the president. 


They may express a preference, as the Dixiecrat sup- 


uorteri, did. But the electors whom they voted for can 
vet* as they choose. 


This' year'a election offered other reasons, of course, 


for giving the voters a more direct and secure means of 
•electing a president. The contest barely missed winding 
up in the House of Representatives, which would have 
taken. th« choice out of the people's hands entirely. 


At a result of all this, the new Congress will undoubt- 


edly have a chance to start the machinery for changing the 
mystem. One proposal, by Senator Lodge of Massachu- 
setts and Representative Gossett of Texas, has already 
been made public. It would not do away with electoral 
votes, but it would do away with the electors. And it 
would provide a state's electoral votes between the can- 
didates in proportion to their popular vote. 


This arrangement, or simply a direct popular vote, 


would naturally end any danger that Congress, and not the 
people, might have the right to choose a president. It 
would abolish the chance that voters might find their 
support being recorded for a candidate whom they had 
opposed. 


The present electoral system was a compromise among 


the delegates to the Constitutional Convention. But the 
controversy that brought it about has only historical inter- 
est today. Its meaning is blurred and dated, but its inequi- 
ties are no less potent for being meaningless. 


"We can see no reason why a proper reverence for tht 


Constitution should blind Congress to this obvious flaw. 
The logical action will be for the legislators to draft an 
amendment which will make the letter conform to the 
spirit of our free and secret ballot, and then let the people 
vote on it.

of the past were caused by the 
use of flammable decorations: Re- 
member the one in St. Johns, New- 
foundland, where ninety-nine peo- 
ple were killed at 
a Christmas 
party as a result of flammable de- 
corations ? 


Non-flammable decorations of 
glass or metal are available and 
fire-proof snow should 
be used 


around the Christmas tree. It is 
dangerous to use paper or cotton 
in decorating the tree.

ed near rhairs or otheV 
places 


where people may 
smoke, 
and
